Dance is transient. It is difficult to 
preserve, and unlike other art forms, 
it is effectively communicated only 
through live performance. It can 
neither be hung on a wall nor ex- • 
pressed neatly on paper. Dance videos 
and films do preserve movement and 
shape, but give little sense of depth or 
three-dimensional design; when dance 
translates into celluloid it loses its im- 
pact. - 

Montreal's first international 
modern dance festival, beginning this 
week, brings national and interna- 
tional dance companies to Montréal. 
The festival will be an important 





lectures, films and workshops which 
provide a broader picture of modern 
dance. 

The main events of the festival are 
the performances featuring well- 
known national and international 
companies. Unfortunately, most of 
these expensive performances are sold 
out. Among, the international com- 
panies are Merce Cunningham, Trisha 
Brown, Muteki Sha and Tanztheater 
Wuppertal. The Canadian companies 
include Christopher House, Karen 
Jamieson, Jean-Pierre Perrault and 
O'Vcrtigo. 

One of the more accessible scries of 
events is the Tangente Late Night 
Series. The series which will be held 
from September 24-28 at 23h00, will 
highlight lesser known Montréal 
choreographers. This is an excellent 
opportunity to view some of Mon- 
treal's younger creative artists, such 
as Massimo Agostinelli, who is work- 
ing towards a fusion of theatre and 
dance; Catherine Tardif, a young 
choreographer with a rapidly growing 
reputation; and Andrew Harwood, an 
accomplished performer of contact 
improvisation.

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Last Monday night, co- 
producer of Hookers.. .On 
Davie Holly Dale presented 
her film in Leacock 132, 1 
following it with a question 
and answer period, then a 
brief interview. 

The film is not about pro- 
stitution but about pro- 
stitutes. With this in mind, 
Janis Cole and Holly Dale 
direct the camera only on the 
prostitutes themselves. This 
precludes the opinions of 
those hot directly involved, 
such as the police, courts, 
social agencies and royal 
commissions, allowing the \ 
viewer to formulate an opi- 
nion based on first-hand in- 
formation. 

The film is a documentary 
done in the style of a com- 
position of cinema vérité 
(filming subjects in their 
natural habitat) and 
monologue /interviews in 
which the prostitutes tell the 
camera all about themselves. 
This composition is done to 
show two sides of a per- 
sonality 

What strikes the viewer 
most is the directness and 
honesty in the film. We see 
hookers on the street 
negotiating with customers: 
"Fifty bucks for a blow job 
in your car, sixty if you want 
it at my place, and eighty for 
a lay." A prospective client 
offers twenty and the hooker 
says: "Go down to the 
grocery store at the end of 
the'street — buy a porkchop 
and fuck that." 

Later, this same prostitute 
talks to the camera about her 
childhood in a group home 
after being raped by her 
father; about a boyfriend she 
had six years ago that she 
still loves; and about a 
miscarriage she had five mon 
ths into pregnancy. 

How were the producers 
able to get this kind of in- 
timacy on film? Holly Dale 
describes how she and Janis 
Cole visited a number of 
cities before deciding on Van- 
couver, then picking Davie . 
St. in particular because pro- 
stitutes didn't allow pimps on 
their territory, and were uni- 
que in that respect. 

At the time of filming, the 
hookers on Davie were form- 
ing the Alliance for the Safe- 
ty of Prostitutes. Cole and 
Dale attended a meeting and 
explained what they were 
hoping to achieve with their 
film, asking for response 
from the assembled pro- 
stitutes. They spent the next 
two months hanging out with 
the prostitutes — on the 
street, in local bars at their 
homes. They made friends, 
and also helped the pro- 
stitutes feel familiar with a 
video camera by letting them 
see videos of themselves, and 
getting the prostitutes to use 
the camera themselves on 
each other and the producers 
Every effort was intended to 
gain the trust, respect and 
companionship of the 
hooker's".

Finally, the shooting was 
done from a camera hidden 
in a van on the street, and 
the dialogue recorded from 
radio microphones the 
hookers had agreed to wear. 

The viewer is taken right 
into the world of commercial 
sex, introduced to female, 
gay, transvestite, and 
transsexual hookers by name. 
Holly Dale says her film was 
designed "to bring understan- 
ding, to make us realize that 
these are real people with 
flesh and blood; understan- 
ding is the first step toward 
change in attitude." 

Interviews with each 
hooker highlighted tell us 
why they became prostitutes, 
how they perceive themselves, 
what it does to them, what 



their bad experiences were. 
Attitudes vary among the \ 
prostitutes. Some want to get 
off the street; one mother of 
a seven year old says, "it's a 
job, just like everything 
else." 

An undercurrent of depres- 
sion and hopelessness among 
all the prostitutes can be 
sensed, though they are 
hardened to the life and tend 
to cover emotions. There is a 
forty-one year old transsex- 
ual who seems constantly on 
the verge of tears, asking, 
"at this age what else can I 
do?" 

The most powerful per- 
sonality of the show is 
Michelle, alias Mark, a 24 
year old transvestite with 
silicon breasts. S/he speaks 



and outgoing," so they make 
good subjects for film. 

The general tone of the 
film is onè of compassion 
and humanity: these are real 
people, with problems, yet in 
ured to their environment. 
Dale herself professes a 
'humanist* point of view. 

After many shorts, 
Hookers is the second 
feature-length film by the 
Janis Cole/ Holly Dale duo, 
the other being P4W, Prison 
for Women. It was produced 
on grants allocated from the 
Canada Council and the On- 
tario Arts Council. The pair 
tend to make films on people 
living on the fringe of sociee 
ty, people who need a voice. 

The question and answer 
session of the showing proved 
almost as rewarding as the M 
film, Holly Dale fielded ques- 
tions for almost an hour on 
the film, her opinions on the 
present law, the Fraser Com- 
mission, and the honourable 
John Crosbie. 

Asked why prostitutes 
don't just "get out," Dale 
said "they had been trapped 
into a lifestyle because they 
know no other lifestyle — it 
was the first thing they were 
exposed to after leaving 
home." She made an analogy 
between this and the profes- 
sional student, that the au- 
dience found amusing. 

Regarding the present law, 
Dale advocates decriminaliza- 
tion for prostitution, not 
legalization, because the 
government would become 
the nation's pimp. 

The main problem in pro- 
stitution, she said was the 
problem of juvenile prostitu- 
tion. There is at present no 
way to control it. In the film, 
many prostitutes alluded to 
the same problem, saying it 
should be stopped, even 
though some of them had 
begun prostitution as 
juveniles. 

Regarding risks prostitutes 
take, the first is their subjec- 
tion to violence. Some are 
threatened with guns or 
knives to perform their 
favours free; sometimes they 
are just beaten up. Another 
risk is the financial risk; a 
prostitute can make $300 




with a soft lisp, possibly as a 
result of some teeth missing 
from the side of her mouth. 
She is aggressive and funny. 
As Dale says, "Drag queens 
tend to be more fiambouyant 



one night, then spend the 
next two weeks without a 
trick. Or s/he might make 
$2,000 in one week, "but 
you'll be working your ass 
off."

Senate quashes 
student democracy 



Yesterday, the Senate of McGill University voted overwhelmingly in favour of 
recommending to the Board of Governors that a student referendum question be 
overturned. 

The question concerned the equalisation of all student fees paid to The McGill 
Dally. Last March, 1715 students voted to raise all fees paid by Graduate, Law, 
Medicine, Dentistry and all part-time students to the undergraduate rate of $5.70 
per year. 740 voted no, 266 had no opinion, and 69 spoiled their ballots. 

On May 24, 1985, Senate voted to recommend to the Board of Governors the 
against implementation of the equalization referendum. On June 4, 1985, the Ex- 
ecutive of the Board voted to send this decision back to Senate for further clarifica- 
tion and review. According to Principal David Johnson, the Board "found dif- 
ficulty in interpreting Senate's advice." There appeared to be little clarification of 
this matter yesterday, however. 

This referendum question has passed through all possible legal and constitu 
tional channels: Firstly, the MSS Chief Returning Officer's approval; secondly, the 
majority of those constituents who voted in the referendum; and thirdly, it was rul- 
ed constitutionally valid and fair by the Daily's Judicial Committee — an impartial 
body of three senior law students who are in no way involved with the newspaper. 

The question was then brought to Senate for ratification. Twice. Yet, on both 
occasions, Senate overlooked the fact that the Daily had operated in accordance 
with a legally-binding constitution passed five years ago by Senate. Senate in fact, 
overruled their, own decision. 

All Senators agreed the referendum question was not only constitutional, but 
also conducted constitutionally. But, Senator Pederson said yesterday: "We're not 
here to decide whether or not it is constitutional." However, as the Daily could on- 
ly act within its constitutional parameters, Senate's consideration of this question 
should also follow these guidelines. 

For Senators to object to the question because some graduate students claimed a 
lack of prior notice, is to object to a constitution they themselves passed — con- 
stitutionally, we can only publish referendum questions on or after the first day of 
March. The question went to ballot March 5 and 6. 

Some Senators argued the question was "unfair" and as such, should not be 
ratified by Senate because graduate students did not have enough notice. Yet, the 
Daily was clearly met the constitutional requirements that Senate had debated and 
agreed upon several years ago. As student Senator Lilani Kumaranayake said at 
yesterday's meeting, "It is for us (Senate) to decide whether the question was con- 
stitutional — in my opinion it was. We can judge on the legality. and constitu- 
tionality of this question only." This sentiment was echoed by . several other 
Senators. 

It appears Senate does not realize that the Daily, being bound by its constitution, 
cannot fulfill many of the recommendations Senators and some graduate students 
have put forward. We cannot hold a referendum among only one group of Daily 
Publications Society members (all those who pay a fee to the McGill Daily). We 
cannot amend the question passed on March 5 and 6 — such a course of action 
would destroy the credibility of 2790 voters. We also cannot negotiate with only 
one group of students, a suggestion put forth by the Post Graduate Students' 
Society (PGSS). 

This question was put forward by the Daily to rectify a situation, namely, what 
we saw, like many other McGill students, as an unfair fee structure. AH students 
have equal access to the services and facilities offered by the Daily. These include 
preferential advertising rates, having the newpaper delivered to their area of study 
free of charge, free access to the "Events" column, the opportunity to become a 
voting Daily staff member, and the chance to sit on the Board of Directors of the 
Daily. Undergraduate students do not enjoy more services from the newspaper 
than are offered to the graduate students. It seems logical that if all members of the 
Society enjoy the same benefits, they should therefore pay the same fiat fee. 

This decision by Senate sets a very dangerous precedent for student democracy 
at this university. Will Senate now launch a spate of overturning, with little rhyme 
or reason, student decisions? It is a decision that will, in all likelihood, affect every 
student organization on campus. How can Senate justify this action to nearly 3,000 
student voters? 

They cannot.

I would like to express by displeasure 
with what I consider to be the misuse 
of a quotation in the article "Canadian 
Blacks Protest Apartheid" (Daily, 12 
Sept./85). . 

I was amazed to find that half of a 
sentence had been extracted from a 
twenty-minute conversation, and then 
had been presented as my view on 
Black student participation in the anti- 
apartheid movement. At the time of 
the interview I made it clear tht I saw a 
series of reasons for the paucity of 
Black students traditionally involved in 
SAC, least in importance was the 
quotation singled out: To set the 
record straight I would like to. restate 
that which I consider a plausible cause 
for the situation. 

The main issue, I believe, is linkage. 
White dominated anti-apartheid 
groups have often been unsympathetic 
to linking racism abroad to racism at 
home. Black student activists who face 
racism on a daily basis have often been 
frustated with white liberals who say 
"but we are an anti-apartheid group, 
not an anti-racist group." The unwill- 



ingness of white activists to take up 
issues of affirmative action and sup- 
port for local Black concerns can be 
alienating. Soon the white group 
becomes conerned over its lack of in- 
terracial staff and new Black students 
become engulfed in various forms of 
tokenism. This year I hope that- a 
reorganized agenda will counteract this 
trend in SAC. 

In think it is also relevant that in 
Montréal the black community, tends' 
to be informed and activist on West In- 
dian issues and almost completely 
unaware of African issues. This may be' 
contrastede to the Black American 
ideology of Pan-Africanism and the 
subsequently high levels of Black Par- 
ticipants in the anti-apartheid move- 
ment in the United States. 

In the future I suggest that quotation 
be used to represent the views of the 
person to whom they are attributed 
and not to fill an author's pre-planned 
storyline.

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Celestial Cow Grazes Racism in Empire

An arranged marriage. 
Scene: a family to family in- 
terview. 

The daughter, BIBI: 

"I am twenty years old, 
Hindu. I am five feet six in- 
ches tall. My complexion is 
good, my skin tone light, my 
teeth (she bears her gums) are 
perfect. I have two fillings, 
gold. I weigh nine stone when 
naked. My shoe size is five 
and a half, my pelvis is wide. 
Naturally I will have many 
sons. I speak English, Hindi, 
Gujerati, a little Punjabi, and 
French. I read two library 
books a week. I cook good 
chappatis and make my own 
clothes. I have a light 
melodious singing voice, I 
dance gracefully and I am 
currently working in the gas 
offices where I earn 95 
pounds a week before taxes." 

A few lines later, her 
brother Prem, who wants his 
sister to marry into money, 
says: 

"Four fucking video shops 
and she blew it'. 

The play begins in pastoral 
India — mother, daughter, 
son, and one memorable cow 
called Princess. 

The father, bread winner, 
dusted in all the atributes of 
feudalism, is in the U.K. pav- 
ing the way to bring over the 
mother, daughter and son — 
without the cow. 

The family must be webbed 
together. 

Why? 

The play is about the 
politics and the consequent 
perennial conflicts of family 
life. It takes us through the 
usual events that plague an 
Asian immigrant's life. As 
the family enters Britain, they 
experience State racism sanc- 
tioned by Thatcherite politics, 
cultural replacement/substitu- 
tion nightmares, and adop- 
ting the new culture. Failure 
to adopt to the new and to 
leave the old results in a 
psychological trauma for the 
mother who is the driving 
force behind the play. 

She helps the daughter 
break the patriarchal relics of 
the old culture and replace 
them with the not-so-visible 
chains of the new society. 

The Great Celestial Cow 
unifies women. It projects 
women out of Mother India 
Into resisting Mother That- 
cher. The patriarchal imposi- 
tions are played out 
beautifully by the soft-in-the- 
head father and the capitalist 
boor of a brother. Their 
systems of domination erode 
as the play moves through 
the predictable, almost bor- 
■ing,'ehrooolegy;»Ra«isH> at . . 



the market fruit stall, sexism 
at home, back biting gossip 
at work, the father imposing 
His Will on the mother 
daughter and son, et. al. 

The Asian family adjusts. 
But the residual colonial 
political cow returns. The 
mother's past in India haunts 
her: she can't forget Princess 
the Cow.

The mother's psychological 
trouble is central in the battle 
against the system of patriar- 
chy. The play brings tl 



idea to the fore. Her 'mental 
breakdown' is played out as 
cow obsession. The cow is 
the past, security, home, and 
not racist England. The play 
exposes the white Freud in 
the pipe doctor: 

He prescribes her pills. 

The father: "Will she stop 
thinking about the cow?" 

Dr. Mistry: "Oh yes, she 
will stop thinking altogether. 
Good Morning." 

It is the traditional 
diagnosis of «mental illness* 
that lays bare the tactics of 



oppression and control. She 
is not really ill — it her op- 
pressive surroundings that are 
ill. 

There are plays which have 
also ironed out, at least on 
stage, the problems of Asians 
in Great Britain. David 
Edgars' Destinies fundeman- 
tally explores the same issues 
and relations. 

But who is really responsi- 
ble for maintaining the 
Feudal-Tribal-Patriarchal 
relations in the Third World? 



Could it be the Western 
governments, multinational 
corporations, the World 
Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund who hold the 
cultures in feudal chains? 
Perhaps, though this play 
doesn't consciously explore 
this relation. 

The performances of 
Dolores and Jennifer Chew, 
and Nilambri Ghai are emo- 
tionally and politically reveal- 
ing. 

It is a play that will linger 
in your hearts forever.

With the innocent ques- 
tion, "May I take you 
home?" Blakey unlocks the 
door to their relationship of 
dark obsessive passion. 

Their love does not just in- 
volve each other but en- 
tangles in its web Ruth's 
benefactor, her son, and 
Blakey's fiance to a 
sometimes overly complicated 
degree. 

The issue of wife-beating is 
also raised. Throughout the 
film, Ruth is punched, slap- 
ped and thrown down the 
stairs, but still cannot give up 
her relationship with Blakey. 
Director Mike Newell uses 
the beatings to subtly delve 
into the reason for this sado- 
masochistic love-hate 
phenomenon. 

The superb direction fur- 
ther enhances the intensity of 
the film. The viewer is almost 
involved in the passionate 
love scenes and the violent 
arguments, even following in 
luth's footsteps to the cold- 



blooded climax through the 
use of effective close ups and 
subjective camera work. 

In a broader manner, the 
viewer is enveloped in the 
spirit and ambience of the • 
fifties through the rich bop 
music, the period's fashions, 
the long sedan cars, and the 
loosening sexual morality. 

The film provides immense 
visual stimulation through the 
sensual cinematography, and 
the glamorous looking stars, 
Richardson and Everett. Yet 
both these talented artists 
break through the super- 
ficiality of their characters to 
explore the murky emotions 
below. 

Newell has created a con- 
troversial, psychological 
drama that possesses several 
currents running throughout 
each level of the narrative. 
Through this meticulous 
direction, mesmerizing lead 
performers and captivating 
cinematography this film is 
on the path to reap many 
more awards. 



Montréal Bagels Better than Joshua

Many Montréalers have 
been eagerly awaiting the ar- 
rival of the Montréal-made 
film, Joshua Then and Now, 
which is based on the novel 
by celebrated Montréal 
author Mordecai Richler. 

The project was filmed 
mainly in Montréal and con- 
tains many scenes that hail 
from the city's past. 

The film portrays the story 
of Joshua Shapiro, a poor, 
Jewish, second-generation 
Canadian from the St. Ur- 
bain ghetto. The narrative 
begins with his childhood 
relationship to his gangster- 
father and-stripper mother. 
One of the movie's more in- 
teresting moments occurs 
when Joshua's mother per- 



forms at his bar-mitzvah in 
her professional capacity. 

The plot continues on to 
cover Joshua's life as a first, 
struggling and later, suc- 
cessful writer. In fact, the 
plot covers so much ground 
that the film often skips 
around non-chronologically, 
and lacks direction and con- 
tinuity. 

The editing comes across as 
a series of random anecdotes, 
and reality is something sore- 
ly lacking. For example, 
Joshua (played by James 
Wood) proposes to his wife 
to be (played by Gabrielle 
Lazure) who is already mar- 
ried to someone else. In the 
next scene the couple have 
already married and have had 
two children. This leaves the 
viewer reeling with questions 



and confusion. 

Most of the time, the anec- 
dotes bear no obvious rela- 
tionship to the previous ones. 
After a while the film 
becomes so disjointed, that it 
can best be described as an 
excercise in boredom. 

The narrative faults are an 
odd occurence because the 
director, Ted Kotcheff, is an 
experienced filmmaker who's 
credits include another 
Mordecai Richler film, The 
Apprenticeship of Duddy 
Kravitz. 

Many people felt Joshua 
Then and Now might give a 
much needed boost to the 
Canadian film industry by 
providing some commercial 
success. Unfortunately, this 
seems unlikely to occur due 
to the mediocre quality of 



this film. 

Even the performances of 
the usually extraordinary 
James Wood and Gabrielle 
Lazure were forced and 
uninteresting. The worst part 
of which was the dubbing of 
Lazure's lines, who being of 
French origin apparently had 
trouble with the English 
dialogue. 

The only convincing per- 
formance was by Alan Arkin 
as Joshua's enigmatic father, 
who managed to procure 
some reality for this film. 

But nothing can overcome 
this dull plot and the super- 
ficiality of the presentation of 
the subject matter. This was 
a very disappointing ex- 
perience for a Montréaler, 
who wanted to care about 
some local characters.

Agent Orange is a Mon- ' 
tréal company that produces, 
in their own words, "multi- 
media spectacles." 

The company was founded 
in 1982 by Bérnar Hébert and 
Michel Ouellette, both of 
whom had backgrounds in 
"avant-garde" theatre and 
other types of performance. 

The group uses a mishmash 
of film, music, and live per- 
formance to present an image 
of a chaotic, urban existence. 

Hébert and Ouellette have 
been involved in experimental 
performing in Montréal for 
the past five or six years. In 
1983, they began a trilogy 
called Metamorphose, in- 
cluding a 12-hour perfor- 
mance which began on the 
metro, and continued into a 
black painted room. The 
show included images being 
bounced on the floor and 
ceiling with mirrors. 

The two use "urban im- 
ages" in order "to work the 



frontier between living and 
art," says Ouellette. Since 
1981, they have produced 
seven video/ film ar- 
rangements and six spec- 
tacles, as well as video . 
presentations at the Beat and 
the Spectrum. 

Prior to the upcoming 
release of Fiction, Agent 
Orange has shot three other 
short films, all of which will 
be a part of their final pro- 
duction. Le Chien de Luis et 
Salvador is the first part of 
fiction, and the most well 
known of the pair's projects. 

This short video is a sur- 
realistic adaptation of the 
1982 film, Le Chien An- 
dalou, which was produced 
by Luis Bunuel and Salvador 
Dali. Much of the original 
idea is contained in the Agent 
Orange production, but they 
have altered the format into a 
slick, modern video clip. 

Le Chien won three awards 
'in 1984, including first prize 
at the International Video 
festival in Gocarno,
